MacArthur

Douglas MacAnhur has expressed 
his belief lhal "the professional 
heads" of 
the 
armed 
services 


should sit in as ox-officio members 
of the president's cabinet. 
The general's suggestion is

cluded in a transcript taken 
by 


the joinl chiefs of 
slaff 
special 


committee. This group interviewed 
top Army and Navy leaders on a 
proposal to set up a single depart- 
ment of national defense. 


The transcript;, made public by 


the Senate 
Military 
Committee 
which is considering Army-Navy 
merger plans quoted MacArthur as 
saying at Leytc in the Philippines 
Dec. 3, 1944: 


"I believe lhal Ihe professional 
heads of Ihe sei vices should be ex- 
officio members of Ihe 
cabinet 


They should be present at all cabi- 
net meetings without power of vot- 
ing, bul permitted to express then 
opinion, and above all else, 
to 


hoar the cabinet as they discuss 
nol only external affairs of 
the 


United Stales bul internal prob- 
lems." 


Brig. Gen. F. Trubee Davison, 


member of the Army-Navy

committee, was quoted as lolling 
MacArthur his suggestion was not 
possible "in the cabinet today the 
way the government is set up."

Armed Forces 
Heads Should 
Sit in Cabinet 


MacArthur 


By EDWIN B. HAAKINSON 
Washington, Nov. 8 — WP)— Gen. 


Douglas MacAnhur has expressed 
his belief that "the professional 
heads" of 
the 
armed 
services 


should sit in as ox-officio members 
of the president's cabinet. 


The general's suggestion is 
in- 


cluded in a transcript taken 
by 


the joint chiefs of 
staff 
special 


committee. This group interviewed 
top Army and Navy leaders on a 
proposal to set up a single depart- 
ment of national defense. 


The transcript, made public by 


the Senate 
Military 
Committee 


which is considering Army-Navy 
merger plans quoted MacArthur as 
saying at Leytc in the Philippines 
Dec. 3, 1944: 


"I believe that the professional 
heads of the sei vices should be ex- 
officio members of the 
cabinet. 


They should be present at all cabi- 
net meetings without power of vot- 
ing, 
but permitted to express then 


opinion, and above all else, 
to 


hoar the cabinet as they discuss 
not only external affairs of 
the 


United States but internal 
prob- 
lems." 


Brig. Gen. F. Trubee Davison, 


member of the Army-Navy 
staff 


committee, was quoted as telling 
MacArthur his suggestion was not 
possible "in the cabinet today the 
way the government is set up." 


MacArthur added: 
'It was 
our 
forefathers 
who 


wrote the Constitution looking at 
Europe, fearful of military dicta- 
nun and military inlluence, 
and 


they made the great mistake of 
iryjne lo keep me military iso- 
lated."

This, my peers, is a racket by 


means of whicn countless villages 
and towns are barricaded against 
competitive bidding on plumbing 
jobs and are placed at the mercy 
of local monpolisls who thus are 
authorized by law to exclude ri- 
/als. It is dono by means of 
a 


-standaid ordinance which sets up 
the local contractors as examiners 
to pass on the qualifications of 
other men in ;he same trade, as 
good as themselves if not betler, 
who live and operate in other com- 
munities 
in the 
same 
states or 
counlies. 


For illustration, let us assume 
there is a town of 5,000 with five 
resident plumbing contractors. The 
ton council adopts an ordinance 
treacherously disguised as a pub- 
lic health measure; 
creating 
an 


examining bcarc: and a license fee 
of §1,000 for newcomers. Those al- 
ready on the ground are exempt, 
being granted free licenses before 
the enactment of the fee provi- 
sion, and three of the local five 
constitute the board. They rotale

themselves and receive pav 
for 


their public disservice. The" local 
ordinance then 
further 
provides 


that all outsiders, including even a 
qualified man from the next vil-

Speeding its plans to demobilize 
overseas veterans, the Army has 
announced that enlisted men with 
r)() to 59 points now on furlough or 
temporary duty assignments will 
be declared surplus and sent to 
sepiiration stations for discharge. 
Present discharge score for all 
enlisted men is GO points. The new 
ruling affects principally men who 
have returned from Kurope in units 
which are scheduled to go to the 
Pacific but are 
now being dis- 
banded. 


In addition the army ruled Hint 


no enlisted men with 21 or more 
months of honorable service, with 
a few exceptions, will hereafter be 
.sent oversells for permanent reus- 
signmcnts.

Gas,. But Get 
Rat Poison

Washington, Nov. 7 — (/P)— The 
search for a deadly poison gas by 
Polish chemists led to discovery of 
1080. the new wonder rat poison. 


In their feverish search for weap- 


ons to coinbal the threalening Ger- 
mans, Ihc Polish 
chemists acci- 


dentally found a 
poisonous com- 


pound containing 
fluorine. 


The work of developing the sub- 


stance as a military weapon was 
suddenly ended '"hen the Germans 
made their lightning conquest of 
Poland. 


So far as is known, the secret of 


the new poison vanished as far as 
Ihc Germans were concerned when 
they 
look 
over 
Ihe 
country. Il 


reached England, however, in Ihc 
hands ot a Polish refugee sciciiUsl 
who communicated the formula lo 
Ihc Allies. This information in turn 
was cabled lo the Uniled Slnlcs. 


U. S. imports of rat poisons had 


boon heavily reduced 
because 
of 


the war. Search for a new one was 
being pushed by the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife service with the help 
of 


grants from Ihe Office of Scienli- 
Ific 
Research 
and 
Development 
(OSRD). 


Dr. Ray Trcichlcr, then a re- 


search chemist tor the Fish 
and 


Wildlife Service, had appealed to 
all United 
States 
Chemical con- 


cerns for samples 
of chemicals 


which had shown themselves to be 
luxic. 


Hundreds of such chemicals had 


been losled on Ihousands of lab- 
oratory rals. While poisonous sub- 
slances were found, none had been 
located which had all the virtues 
of a good rodenticidc (rat poison). 


A good poison must 
be 
highly 


toxic, stable, dependable and 
ac- 


ceptable lo rals and olher rodents.

between 
Dr. 


Trcichlcr and Dr. Waller Kirner of 
the 
Naliunal 
Defense 
Research 


council, a number of new formulas 
were sclcclccl for Irial. One of Ihem 
was a compound relalcd 
to 
the 


.substance which had been discov- 
ered in Poland. 


More laboratory lests were 
ar- 


ranged, and losl 1,080 arrived. 


The substance was a fluoracctic 


acid derivative. Although deadly in 
small quanlilici-;, it was too vola- 
tile 
and 
dangerous 
to 
handle. 


Chemists put [heir heads togolhcr 
and decided to make a "sail" of it. 


Smal quanlilies of Ihc sail, so- 


dium fluoracelale, were sent to the 
atukenl, Md., laboratories of Ihc 
Fish and Wildlife Service.

1 ap- 
preciate more than I can say that 
expression of your confidence in 
me," he said. "I have tried to re- 
present you well. I have worked for 
what I considered to be not only 
your best intcresls, but also the 
best interests of your children and 
your children's children. I intend 
lo dcvolc whalevor ability I may 
have to that purpose."

Russia's Interest in Japan 
There can be no doubt of Ihc 


growing irritation that American 
public opinion is experiencing be- 
cause of Russia's general altiludc 
In international affairs. Nor can 
there be any question as to Ihis 
situation having been aggravated 
greatly of late by Ihc Soviel's in- 
sislent proposal, if not demand, 
that a joint Allied, commission be 
created to control Japan, 


*Swe fact that American reaction 
has been emphatically unfavorable 
lo Russian "sug^estionS'-''cbneerhlne 
the Japs is not difficult to under- 
stand and is based, 
essentially, 


on two counts. One is the justified 
feeling that the Uniled Slates, by 
reason of sacrifices and contribu- 
lions lo victory in the Pacific, has 
earned the dominant position. The 
other is the suspicion lhal is Rus- 
sia is allowed to move into Japan, 
it won't be long before the Soviet 
is Irying lo run the whole show, 
Certainly there has been nolhinn 
l ' " about Moscow controls In 
other areas lhal have fallen into 
the hands of Russians. 


Therefore it borders upon Ihe 


impossible for Americans to con- 
sider without prejudice the proposal 
of joint control for Japan. Nor does 
this suggesl lhal Ihe Uniled Slalcs 
should agree to any arrangement 
which might subordinate the Am- 
erican position in Japan to that of 
any nation or group of nations. 


But, 
at the same lime, 
Ihe 


American people should npl blind 
Ihnuisclves to the realization lhal 
Huflfcia docs have vital interests in 
what may be done in and wilh 
Japan. As a glance at the geo- 
graphy will reveal, the four major 
islands which comprise postwar Ja- 
p;m .stretch along hundreds of miles 
of the coast of Russian Siberia. In 
hands unfriendly to Russia, those 
islands would be a constant menace 
to avenues 
of 
sea 
commerce 


through the Siberian ports which 
arc ice-free during cxlcndcd per- 
iods each year. When one consi- 
ders the development, already bc- 
t'lf).. which is inevitable 
for vast 


Siircria, one can appreciate Rus- 
sia's anxiety to insure Ihe safely 
of seaports serving that huge fron- 
tier. 


Nor can anyone deny the danger 


Ihc Jap islands, in unfriendly hands, 
would represent as springboards 
for attack upon 
Asiatic Russia. 


Neither is it unreasonable that Rus- 
sia might view with suspicion the 
repeated assurances lhal we have 
no lerrilorial ambitions. History 
is filled wilh the broken promises 
of nations even though Uncle Sam's 
rcA'rd in that regard is clear. 


J/erhaps it would be easier 
to 


grasp 
the Russian 
viewpoint if 


we could imagine the Japanese is- 
lands strung along our own coast- 
line within distances as close as 
100 miles. In such case, we prob- 
ably would insist on nothing less 
than a hand in their control. 


This, emphatically, does 
not 


, argue thai Uncle Sam should agree 
to anything lhal might jeopardize 
liis dominant position in Japan. 
:J5ut. clearly, Russia does have an 
interest in Ihc islands which must 
bc-'recognizcd — which caiinoT. be 
ignored without 
danger 
to the 


friendly relationship between the 
woi'ld's most powerful nations of 
history.

Our group of 2H 
spent lhat night in a space about

We had carclully hoarded the 
last of our South Africa Red Cross 
packages, and il was just as well 
we did. For we were led nothing 
else that day and night. 


At 9 a.m. on June 24, 19-13, our

of Taihoku, 
which is 
the 


capital 
of Formosa. 
We 
were 


narched through the town of Kcc- 
lung to the railroad station—and a 


band of former 
officers 


and men we were, what with our 


inevitable name for the duck), were 
loaded inlq one Iruck and moved 
the remaining six miles to our new 
camp, which lay near the village of 
Muksaq. 


The new camp's buildings were 


made of rough pine board 
and 
were placed on a hill above a val- 
ley of rice fields. The hill had ori- 
ginally been an orange grove, but 
most of its trees -were gone by the 
time wo reached there. •• We were 
assigned to a long, low one story 
building with a straight hall down 
the ccnlcr and eight small rooms 
off each side of the hall. 


They were tiny— 8'/j feel by 10, 


as I measured 
them—but each 
room had an easy chair, a bamboo 
col and a lablc for our meals 
and writing. We were given a num- 
ber of books, seized from the Brit- 
ish Consul at Taihoku by the Jap- 
anese Alien Property Custodian. 


As a further test of our cred- 


ulity, we received more rice at 
our first meal than I had seen al 
one time since my early clays of 
captivity at Manila. What is more, 
il was accompanied by vcgclables. 


Wo wore lold that 
we 
could 


spend 100 yen of our Prisoner of 
War pay each month for cigarcUs, 
even a few cigars, tomato catsup, 
soya sauce, tea and sugar. 
We 


would even be given fruit, and we 
would not be forced lo work if we 
did not care to do so. 


It was all loo good lo be true, as 


the enlisted men soon found out. A 
few days after our arrival they 
wore handed the usual chunkers 
and ordered to clear land for a 
farm. But the officers 
wore not 


made lo work at this time. Wo sal 
by and waited, wondering what 
the calch was. 


We did not have long lo wait. 


About a week alter our arrival we 
were visited by a beaming, con- 
tented-looking Jap colonel, a mem- 
ber of Iho staff of the Commander 
of the Taiwan (Formosani Army. 
Ho was almost outrageously friend- 
ly, and looked astonishingly like a 
benevolent ape. 


"I am Colonel Sasawa," 
ho 


introduced himself with 
a 
vast 


smile. "Is there 
anything 
you 


want?" he asked solicitously. "If 
there's anything on your minds, 
jusl lot mo know. 1 will fix il. You 
can trust mo." 


We jusl looked al him, unable

Muksaq wore so quiet, and we

Wo had been remov- 
ed from Tarlac before our vcgc- 
lables had half-maUirod. We had 
scon must of our painfully raised 
;oats taken from us at Karcnko, 
jusl when they wore largo enough 
to be eaten, and were permitted 
lo bring only two of them on from 
Tamazato—both males. 


So wo collected 
money

ooughl len half-grown hogs 
and 
some chicks. Several of Ihe sen- 
ior officers also began small gar- 
dons, plating tomatoes. 


We .slaughtered the two goats 


shortly after our arrival, for we 
A-ere incessantly hungry.

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Nazi Chiefs 
Facing Trial

Nuernberg, Nov. 9 —(UP)— Col. 


C. B. Andurs, head of internal se- 
curity, said today that he believed 
Rudolf Hess and all of Ihe 21 olher 
Nazi war crimes defendants ' in 
Ihe Nuernberg prison are "menial- 
ly and physically fit for .'trial." ' • 


Asked particularly about 
Hess, 


who has professed amnesia 
and. 


who was shown motion pictures of 
himself and olher high 
Nazi yes- 
lerday to "refresh his memory," 
Andurs repeated his slalemenl and 
added: 


"That's just a layman's opinion, 


but I have been in contact with 
and have watcned the defendants 
since Ihey were brought here and. I 
believe Ihey all are mentally and 
physically fit." 


During the movie session, Hess 


watched as piclures of himself and 
olher high Nazis, including many 
in prison with him, flashed on the 
screen. But he gave no indication 
they stirred his memory. 


After the showing he was asked 


if he remembered what 
he 
had 
seen, 
including a 
film 
showing 


himself, although much 
younger, 


addressing 
the 
Nuernberg con- 
gress. 


He replied that he remembered 


Adolf Hitler and Hermann Goering 
and some of the others since he 
had heard their names mentioned 
and had seen the names after he 
was brought to the prison. 
Asked if he 
remembered 
the 


scenes reproduced he said "1 don't 
remember."
